Prince Konoye presented his gov- 
ernment'’s resignation en bloc to the 
Emperor at his summer palace at 
Hayama, southwest of Tokyo, and, 
as usual in such circumstances, re- 
ceived an imperial command to re. 
main in office until another govern- 
ment is organized. i 

The Emperor and Enmppress ar- 
ranged to return promptly to Tokyo. 


MATSUOKA 18 ILL 

Foreign minister Yosuke Matsu- 
oka, who was influential in involv. 
ing Japan in the two major pacts 
which now are keystones of her 
Ppolicy—the Axis alignment and 
Soviet neutrality was among those 
who went out. 

Still ill in bed, Matsuoka was not 
present at an emergency meeting of 
the resigned ministers but submit- 
ted his resignation to Konoye 
earlier, 

The resignation came exactly a 
year after Prince Konoye was 
entrusted with formation of the 
government. The Konoye cabinet 
was formally inducted July 18, 
1940, 

Most widely known of the Konoye 
ministers was Foreign Minister Yos- 
uke Matsuoka, considered largely 
responsible for Japan’s adherence to 
the Rome-Berlin alliance and who 
personally negotiated a Japanese- 
Russian neutrality accord at Mos- 
cow last April 13.

For this, the most astounding mass migration in the 
history of the world, our culture's outstanding epic of 
human cruelty, was first of all a movement of frightened 
individuals. They were elements in a stupendous hegira 
only because fear was common to all of them, and the lash 


of.the Nazi and the constrictions of the roads forced them 
to march shoulder to shoulder, stranger with stranger. 


The picture of this unbelievable thing will some day be 
completed not through any chorus of the masses but in a 
mosaic of the little things that little people may tell about 
what each of them saw and did in those fearful times. 

A few of us had been down on the Italian front until just 
before Mussolini declared war. We had come back from the 
Alps to a Paris already smitten, inarticulate, plunged in 
stupor. The streets were as empty as if a plague had swept 
the place—although the exodus had not yet begun—and what 
people one met in the cafes or hotel lobbies were detached 
and silent. 


Fritz Thyssen Gone 


I made a tour of the district within walking distance of 
the Place de l’Opera to see if I could find anybody who knew 
what was going on. There was nobody in the Crillon—not 
even Fritz Thyssen, the inventor of Hitler, who stayed there 
unchallenged for several weeks. There was nobody in the 
Meurice, either. The front door of the Lotti was locked . . . 
I remembered that there had been a lot of Italian waiters in 
the Lotti. I wasn’t sanguine when I stepped across the empty 
echoing lobby of the Ritz and down the long alley to the-bar, 
which had been the loudest haunt of non-home-going Ameri- 
cans. I ran into the bartender who was closing up for the 
night. It was then 6 p.m. Harry’s New York Bar didn’t have 
anybody in it either except a bartender who said that Harry 
had gone away somewhere. That night the blackout really 
worked along the Boulevard des Capucines. The restaurants 
and cafes were closed or half lighted. The movies near the 
Madeleine opened briefly, then gave it up. There was no auto- 
mobile traffic in the streets. The Champs Elyees looked like

Arriving early last night by plane

By 10 o'clock 
there was a steady stream coming 
across the square. By noon the foot 
traffic was dense ana the people in 
the crowd were not mellowed 
aristocrats and ex-ricn people alone;

But at least we 
were better off than most of the 
refugees, for we had transporta- 
tion. We did not have to stagger 
on afoot in this gruesome parade 
from one desth to another. We 
did not have to watch with de- 
spairing eye the faltering of 8 
horse that had not eaten proper- 
ly for a week. We did not have 
to listen to the plainting of hun- 
sry children, or watch the set 
feces of loved ones who had come

Gloomy Hun Nature Revels in « 


Reverses Is Idea of 
One of Them 


By SEBASTIAN HAFFNER 

The fighting spirit of the German peo- 
ple has three fundamental weaknesses. 
The first is one which the Nazis share with 
their German opponents, and which is a 
purely national characteristic. This is a 
profound pessimism and defeatism which, 
temporarily submerged in a blare of 
bombast and self-stimulation, culminates 
in a tragic cult of death and decay; and 
coupled with this is a highly susceptible 
imagination which inclines the Germans to 
fantasy and myth rather than to fact and 
reason. The second and third fundamental 
weaknesses are rooted in the internal 
politics of Germany. They derive from 
the fact that Germany, under Nazi domin- 
ation, is first an unhappy, and secondly 
a disunited land. 

(1) The German press has recently 
been in the habit of adorning the German 
army and the German people with the 
epithet “unconquerable.” This is no less 
than a mass-hypnotic frontal attack on 
the deep knowledge of all Germans—that 
they are the most easily conquered nation 
in the world, and on the inexorable pre- 
monition that they will come to a bad end. 

This premonition is not only fed by the 
inescapable memories of 1914-18, but from 
deeper sources as well. The whole Nazi 
adventure is no more than a new version 
of a drama that has unrolled itself dozens 
of times in German history and has always, 
without exception, ended in catastrophic 
defeat and tragedy. From the time of the 
Cimbri and Teutons until 1914 there has 
been enacted over and over again, fatalis- 
tically, the same simple and impressive 
myth: the rise of a leader; the sallying 
forth of the nation; the destruction of its 
hearths, traditions and shrines; irruption 
into foreign living-space; immense and 
awe-inspiring victories and triumphs; the 
transient imposition of a hated dominion 
over foreign peoples; the turn of the tide; 
sudden collapse and terrible disaster, often 
accompanied by the annihilation and 
extermination of entire tribes. 

‘Such was the course followed by the 


crusades of the Cimbri and Teutons, the 
Germanic wars at the time of the Great 
| Migration, and the wars of conquest of 
| the Ottos and the Hohenstaufen in the 
| Middle Ages, to name only the most im- 
portant, Then the myth lay dead for six 
hundred years, to be resurrected in the 
nineteenth century as a romantic yearning 
for Emperor and Empire. With “blood 
and iron,” which served as a motto, the 
Reich came alive again; 1914 to 1918 saw 
the first complete new version of the 
horrifying spectacle in modern dress. Then 
another fifteen years of wavering and 
indecision, And in 1933 began another 
performance of the bloody drama. 

Victories and triumphs do not in the 
least mitigate the profound foreboding of 
an unhappy end. On the contrary, they 
strengthen it, For these victories and 
triumphs are but part of the historical 
myth. After Siegfried comes the Twilight 
of the Gods—is there a German who is not 
aware of this? The Nazis know it, too. 
Their official poetry extracts a kind of 
heroic pathos from the knowledge: 

Over a nation of corpses 

| Flare the flames of eternal glory. 
Let us die like the Goths. 
| That is from one of the Poems of the 
| German Revolution, by Otto Bangert, a 
| Storm-Trooper poetaster. And one of the 


| greatest prophets of Nazism, Stefan 
George, exclaims: Z 
Flaxen-haired ‘band! Know this! 


| Your own God before victory is wont, 
Assassin-like, to stab you dead. 


Wait With Heroism 


They know it and they await it, all of 
| them. The brave try to face the inevitable 
with steely heroism. The cowards try to 
drown their secret knowledge in savage 
and nauseating boasts; but it cannot be 
exoreized, and it perpetuallY torments 
them. 
| The reaction of the Germans will 
depend on their perceiving that “the hour 
has struck.” They are as brave as any 
other nation so long as they feel the wind 
of battle and victory behind them; but 
| they yield helplessly to panie and dread 
when they notice that the tide has turned. 
For proof we have only to recall the in-

August 1918. This was not cowardice; it 
was something more fundamental. 

And how do they know when “the hour 
has struck”? They know it solely by the 
use of their imagination and senses, never 
by a hard-headed weighing and reckoring 
of their chances. A change in the atmo- 
sphere; the feeling that the breeze has 
suddenly taken to blowing from another 
direction; a sudden and startling set-back 
or counter-blows the feeling, above all, 
that the initiative has been irretrievably 
lost to the enemy—such things will make 
them forget, in their utter dismay, what 

wer they have to defend themselves, 
ust as before a consciousness of invincible 
strength enabled them to defy overwhelm- 
ing odds. Had they found themselves in 
England's position after the French col- 
lapse last stummer, the Germans would 
have capitulated in a swoon. Proof: the 
certainty with which they expected it of 
England. What the Germans at the 
moment can least endure is shock. 

(2) One must never forget the funda- 
mental fact that the Nazis constitute only 
a minority of the German people: about 
20 per cent of all grown-up and young 
Germans, scarcely more than 15 per cent 
of the adult population. The vast 80 per 
cent majority can be divided into approxi- 
mately equal sections: those who are 
passive confederates of the Nazis from 
sheer habit of obedience and unintelligent 
patriotism, and those who are their help- 
less foes in blind despair and bitternéss. 
One thing these millions have in common 
—their misery. 


Dull in Victory 
During last year, without exception, all 
neutral observers in Germany again and 
again remarked upon the fact that the 
Germans accept their wonderful victories 
in a mood of dumb and dull despondency. 


“Victorious Germany, Land of Gloom” is 
the phrase with which the correspondent 
of an important American newspaper 
described the atmosphere. To those who 
are not acquainted with the conditions in 
Germany, it may sé€em incredible and 
highly colored, but there is a reason for it. 

Those 80 per cent of the German people 
who are not Nazis have long felt little 
enthusiasm for the Nazi victories. They 
are not any happier because of them. These 
victories neither make up for their sacri- 
fices, nor give them the things which, like 
all other normal men, they desire: free- 
dom, peace, security, private living-space, 
private happiness, a good conscience, 
homely pleasures and the right to choose 
their own jobs. On the contrary, they see 
these things fading faster into the distance 
with every triumph and every “world- 
shaping” deed. They feel that what is hap- 
pening in their name, and even with their 
co-operation, does not really concern them, 
and that, not only will they have to pay 
a terrible, ever-mounting price in the end, 
but that they will have to pay it for an 
entertainment they have neither ordered 
nor enjoyed. Could they but see a prac- 
ticable way out of the terrible path they 
are treading, back to the good things they 
have lost, how eagerly would the mass of 
them flock towards it! 

Potential Weakness 

But this is a potential and not an actual 
weakness. It can only materialize when 
the alternative to the drama staged by the 
Nazis can assume a clear, positive and 


credible form. Only then can we expect 
strikes, mass-sabotage, and mass-defec- 


| tion, and not earlier, despite all the dis- 
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content and misery. For the moment the 
Germans can see no alternative to endure 
ing tyranny at home except to endure 
foreign domination, and no alternative to 
existing as a hated robber-state ‘but to 
exist as a despised nation of pariahs, So 
long as this is the case their unwilling but 
assive loyalty to the Nazis will endure, 
in order to change this we must offer the 
Germans an alternative: a rational political 
vision. . 
(3) Almost every German has an inner 
remonition of tragedy to come, and is, 
herefore, to be deflected from his course 
by sustained shock. Eighty per cent of 
them are unhappy, and are consequently 
disposed to yield if they are shown some 
practicable alternative. Thirty to forty per 
cent ate filled with positive hatred for the 
Nazis and their war, but are doomed to 
inertia by the lack of a revolutionary 


slogan and a revolutionary technique. 
Unexampled terror and repression are 
needed in Germany to prevent the oute 
break of a sanguinary civil war. 

The preliminary skirmishes of such a 
struggle were already taking place in 1932 
and at the beginning of 1933, During this 
period more than a thousand people were 
killed in small and large affrays in the 
streets and at political meetings. Hundreds 
of thousands of young Germans were 
organized into Communist, Republican, 
Monarchist and Nazi civil-war militia. The 
coup d’etat of January 30, 1933, and the 
mass-terror which followed it broke the 
power of the anti-Nazi battalions. They 
did not eradicate their inveterate enmity, 


Bitter Enemies 


In the last German parliamentary elece 
tions of March §, 1933, the Nazis polled 44 
per cent of the votes and their opponents 
56 per cent. Even if we are to believe that 
a considerable proportion have been daz~ 
zled by Nazi triumphs, and if we make no 
allowance for the one-time supporters of 
the Nazis who have been disappointed and 
antagonized, the most cautious estimate 
still leaves fully 35 per cent who are the 
bitter and irreconcilable enemies of the 
regime. ; 

What prevents the civil war which is 
latent in Germany from breaking out? 
The reasons are: ; 

(1) A machinery of repression and ine 
timidation that has no parallel in the his 
tory of Europe. ; 

(2) The historical and traditional 
ineptitude of the German in revolution. 

(3) Above all, the complete lack of any 
external inspiration and of a revolutionary 
technique. 

This inspiration can today be provided 
by England, and the revolutionary me- 
chanism can be set up by exiled Germans 
in England, if the English people so desire. 
For the revolutionary sentiments of the 
German opposition parties have already 
produced one positive achievement: the 
German emigration. Thousands of political 
leaders and rank and file have sruggied 
themselves abroad in the years 1933-39, in 
Spite of all the obstacles that have been 
placed in their path. Despite most adverse 
circumstances, they have carried out some 
preliminary work of organization and 
spiritual preparation for the setting-up of 
an anti-Nazi centre. There is no need to 
dilate upon what the French and English 
governments have done to these people, 
It can still be undone, at least in England. 
The revolutionary power-station can still 
be erected which will ignite the suppressed 


yet smouldering spark of reyolution. in 
Germany. . Still; but one day it will be 
too late.

Germans Complain 


For several months, the Germans have 
been complaining that Japan has failed to 
contribute what it owes to the Axis. Ger- 
many, of course, wants Japan to so engage 
the United States that it cannot help 


| Britain. 


The Japanese could retort that they 
have been doing a good job for Ger- 
many by maintaining a high degree of 
tension and uncertainty in the Far East, 
thus obliging the United States to keep a 
larger part of its naval strength in the 
Pacific than the situation in the Atlantic 
makes it expedient to do 

But the Germans do not consider that 
enough. Hence the strained feeling be- 
tween Hitler and Tokyo 

Japan, of course, «will bear watching, 
ere are growing rumors now that 
rather than risk serious trouble with 
Russia or Great Britain and the United 
States, Japan may play safe and take more 
loot from French Indo-China and Thailand

Sawflies, which are poor 
fliers, usually are found on the mat- 
gins of crops, officials stated. 

Onw provincial ‘official stated that 
“Infested margins should be mowed 
shortly after July 15. In this way, 
the larvae is trapped in the stera 
and destroyed. The crop is saved 
for feed and next year's crop is pro- 
tected. Infested stubble should be 
shallow-cultivated, so that stubs 
will be exposed to weather. Burn- 
ling stubble is ineffective, as grubs

Must Be Taken 


Irvine States 


“We must make ourselves and 
our people not only fit to accept 
the full responsibility of self- 
government in all matters econo- 
mie, political, social, and cultural, 
but we must develop the honesty 
and courage to accept respons- 
ibility for the things done or not 
done by the government which 
our votes elected,” it was stated 
by William Irvine, Alberta C.C.F. 
organizer, in his annual report at 
the C.C.F. convention here Tues- 
day afternoon. 

He stated that there were many 
grumblings against things done by 
the present Canadian government, 
such as in managing and financing 
the war effort, but ndne of the 
people who voted this government 
into power, by secret ballot, were 
prepared to say that they accepted 
the blame and herewith demanded 
a change of policy. 

“The very urgency of war itself, 
as well as the responsibility of 
building the peace which our anti- 
cipated victory will bring, become 
imperative commands to us to Or- 
ganize and educate our people to 
discharge these higher obligations 
of democratic citizenship,” Mr. Ir- 
vine said. 

NEW POLICIES 

“Our appeal,” he said, “has been 
to organize our strengin so as to in- 
fluence governments to adopt new 
economic policies in keeping with 
the magnitude and dangers of the 
task in which we are engaged.” 

He urged that delegates to the 
convention return to their homes 
and organize C.C.F, clubs which 
would become loca] units. He felt 
that there should be at least 20 
tuency in 
the province. These units should 
carry on educational and organiza- 
tion in the years between elections 
if the whole organization was to 
have strength when an election 
came about. 

One of the greatest difficulties 
fo overcome, he said, is the “in- 
ertia of those who take the at- 
titude when an election is over 
that it will be four or five years 
before it will be necessary for 
them to take any further interest 
in political activities. 

“We aust strive in season and out 
of season to break down this false 
notion of the responsibilities of de- 
mocratie citizenship.” he added

CCF. Reviewed 
By David Lewis 


The Co-operative Comm on- 
wealth Federation policy on Can- 
ada and the war was explained 
by David Lewis, national secre- 
tary of the C.C.F. at a public 
meeting at the 1.0.0.F, hall on 
103 street Tuesday night.
